amino, mono-(Ci-C 6 )-alkylamino, di-(Ci-C6)-alkylamino, monophenyl- and

13. (Previously presented) A photochromic article comprising a synthetic 
resin body and at least one photochromic indenochromene compound according to 
claim 8 . 

14. (Previously presented) A photochromic article according to claim 13, 
wherein said synthetic resin body is an opthalmic lens. 
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
